E.  C.  Carson,  (  VTT'HEREAS  by  section  50 
Acting  Minister  of  \  VV  Qf  the  “Water  Act”  it 
Lunds  and  Forests.  [  is  provided  that  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  in  Council  may  incorporate  a  tract 
of  land  and  the  owners  thereof  into  an  improve¬ 
ment  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
he  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to 
the  tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 


Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Osoyoos  Division 
of  Yale  District  and  the  Kamloops  Land  Registra¬ 
tion  District  comprising  the  land  shown  on  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  5381,  the  South  Half  of  the  North  Half 
of  District  Lot  2924,  and  Parcel  A  (D.D.  125322f) 
of  District  Lot  522  and  all  subdivisions  of  the 
said  tract  or  any  part  thereof  and  all  owners  of 
land  therein  are  incorporated  into  an  improvement 
district  under  the  “  Water  Act  ”  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  here¬ 
inafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Lakeview  Irrigation  District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement  district 
shall  be  the  storage,  diversion,  pumping,  convey¬ 
ance,  measurement,  and  distribution  of  water, 
and  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  operation 
of  works  for  such  purposes,  by  contract  or  other¬ 
wise,  and  all  matters  incidental  thereto.

Ernest  Waterman,  of  Kelowna,  B.C.,  shall  be  the 
first  trustees  of  the  improvement  district,  and  the 
said  Bennett  and  Menu  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1954,  the  said  Water¬ 
man  and  Stevenson  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1953,  and  the  said  Willis

(b)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expire  coinci¬ 
dent  with  the  holding  of  such  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacan¬ 
cies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or  are 
about  to  occur  among  the  Trustees: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year: 

(d)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or 
vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or 
matters  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should 
be  brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in 
conspicuous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and 
at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action 
taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every 
person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian 
citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and 
is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  improvement  district, 
or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corpora¬ 
tion  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal  repre¬ 
sentative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be 
registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elec¬ 
tions  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  and  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee 
of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the 
right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  finy  general  meeting

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1  )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.
